Brown, apparently w a s driv ing 
W'est on the h ig h wAy at a high 
rate of speed and at the comer, 
scene of many prev ious accidents, 
his car proceeded without making 
the turn, crashed through a barbed 
wire fence, and struck a snow 
fence, which w a s crushed, as the 
car rolled ov er sev eral times, fin­ 
ally coming to a stop about 100 
feet from the highway right of 
way .

lAiLROAD p e o p l e are no t given 
to much talk. Th eir dispo si­ 
tio n is to do th eir jo b—do it righ t 
—and let th e results speak fo r 
th emselv es. T h at wo uld be a 
go o d rule fo r all o f us to fo llo w 
in a time likre th is, a time o f war, 
wh en th e need is fo r actio n first and discussio n later. 
In keeping with th at th o ugh t, railro ad wo rkers h av e 
been cautio ned no t to talk abo ut such th ings as th e 
mo v ement o f armed fo rces and war materials, wh ich o f 
co urse are military secrets in wartime. Th is secrecy must 
be scrupulo usly o bserv ed. 
Ho wev er, it is no lo nger any secret th at in th e first 
seven weeks after Pearl Harbo r th e railro ads mo ved 
so me 600,000 tro o ps with th eir equipment to new and 
distant statio ns with in th e United States. It was th e 
greatest feat o f military transpo rtatio n in th e h isto ry 
o f o ur co untry . 
Wh ile th is reco rd-breaking tro o p mo v ement was 
go ing o n, th e railro ads also transpo rted many th o usands 
o f indiv idual so ldiers, sailo rs and marines o n h o liday 
furlo ugh s. At th e same time also th ey were meeting th e 
v ast needs o f war pro ductio n by transpo rting great 
quantities o f materials fo r planes and tanks and sh ips 
and o th er v ital instruments o f war. 
All th is was do ne so smo o th ly and efficiently th at 
few o utside h ad any idea o f th e magnitude o f wh at was 
go ing o n. 
And no bo dy h ad to go with o ut necessary transpo r­ 
tatio n. Th ere were o ccasio nal delay s wh en civilian traffic 
to o k th e siding, but all trains went th ro ugh with a mini­ 
mum o f inco nvenience. 
Such results do speak no t o nly fo r th emselv es but 
fo r th o se wh o did th e jo b. Th ey are a magnificent trib­ 
ute to th e men and wo men wh o run o ur railro ads. Th ese 
men and wo men are wo rking to win th e war. 
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
